ALEXANDRIA, July 13.—The Chiltern has 
moved into the harbor. The fire in the city 
is steadily increasing. Itis reported Arabi 
Pasha-is marching on Cairo. 

MARINES AND SAILORS “TO BE LANDED. 

LONDON, July 13.—A correspondent of the 
Daily Telegraph says he found many houses 
in the Arab quaster badly injured and partly 
burned by the bombardment. An incendiary 
fire in the center and European quarter at 
the time of telegraphing covered an area of a 
mile square. A large part of the population 
had fled toward the canal. 

A dispatch to the Times confirms the state- 
ment that a body of marines and sailors was 
about to be landed. it also says the bulk of 
the Egyptian army is at Rosetta, forty miles 
northeast of Alexandria, and at 
Damanhour, thirty-eight miles southeast of 
Alexandria.

THE COPTIC CRISIS. 


The Immediate Acts Which Led to the Wa 


in Egypt. 
Condensed from N. Y. Herald’s Alexanria Cor. 


The immediate cause of the present state of 
anarchy and rebellion existing in Egypt was 
the refusal of the Khedive to ratify the sen- 
tence of a court martial condemning some fifty 
Ollicers ofthe army to be degraded from their 
rank, shorn of their decorations and sent into 
exile inthe Soudan. These officers had been 
charged with conspiring together to take the 
life of Arabi Pacha, Minister of War, and the 
court was composed of men all friendly to 
Arabi. The charge was inthe main unfound- 
ed, though many officers as well as civilians 
had expressed themse!¥es 2s opposed to Arabi 
and his creatures. The court martial was a 
packed one, and, irrespective of evidence, 
was predetermined to get rid of 
the non-conforming spirits of the army. 


7" Kheaive was within the bounds of that 
prerogative when he retused to confirm the 
sentence of the court martial, and he was 
strengtnenel in his determination by the 
knowledge that the Sultan approved his action 
and by the assurances of the Consyls Generals 
of England and France tbat their governments 
would support him. On May 10, the Ministry 
waited on the Khedive and démanded that be 
withdraw the decree modifying the sentence 
of the court martial to one of simple 
exile and insisting that the original sentence 
should be carried out, and threatening in the 
event of retusal to depose the Khedive, The 
Consuls-General of Engiand and France tele- 
grapbed to their zOveruments for ships of war 
to sustain the authority of the Khedive. The 
threat of deposiny the Khedive was no idie 
one; but Arabi, wno hus ull along been very 
sensitive ot the opinion of Europe and ex- 
tremely desiruusol throwing dustin the eyes of 
Engiaud and France,tbought he saw his way to 
accoinpiishing both these objects and getting 
credit at the same time for moderation and 
constitutional punctiliousness.

The houses of Suitau Pacha, President of the 
Ohamber of Notapies, and ofArgbi Pacha were 
surrounded; the one by anxious ulemas and 
merchants; the othe other by the military sup- 
porters of the owner. Negotiations between 
Sultan Pacha and Arabi went on throughout 
the whole night. Sultan Pacha endeavored to 
solve the mystery by appealing to the patriot 
ism of the army to save their country from the 
horrors of a Turkish intervention. Arabi en- 
deavored to excite the tanaticism of his follow- 
ers by nage hts great orato 
powers in abusing his sovereign, preaching 
rebdeliion and inveighing against Europeans. 
The next afternoon, the 28tn, the result of 
this taik became apparent. Ali Cafro was 
Startled by the news that Arabi bad been rein- 
Stated as Minister of War, andthe aiarm OC- 
casioned was greatly augumented when the 
means employed to effect the reinstatement 
became known. At4o’clock in the afternoon 
a deputation of Notabies, ulemas, trades and 
cordorations waited on the Khedive at the 
ismaiiia Palace, and throwing themse!ve* 
at his feet beyged him to re-instate Arabi 25 
Minister of War,as tne soldiers had threatened 
that if it was not done immediately tkey 
would cut to pieces the members of the dept- 
tation. The palace was surrounded by trooP$ 
and the officer in command informed one Of 
the Khedive’s equiries that if His Highness

o the request of the deputation he had or- 
ders tofireon him. The ¢hedive did accede 
to the request and Arabi was reinstated Min- 
ister Of War. 

THE PANIC AT arexANDRIA. 

On the news reaching ajexandria a scene of 
rushed to the Bourse, the hotels and other 
places and fought for the front places to read 
the news. Calm and sedate merchants rushed 
home and told their wives to pack up them- 
selves and children and get on board steamers 
Dound for Europe. Every vessel in the har- 

Our was crowded. The demon panic reigned 
Supreme. 

DURING THE CRISIS. 

In the height of tne crisis, though isolated 
from all exterior assistanee, the Europeans of 
Cairo, who knew that at any hour the railway 
leading to safety might be cut, promenaded as 
usnal in the gardens of the Esbekieh while a 
militia band plaved selections from the ‘*Mas- 
cotte’’ fand ‘*Mosquetaires au Convent. 
Ladies in the most tetching toilets sipped thetr 
‘‘cafe a la Turqne’’ under the shade of the 
indiarnbber trees as composedly as usual. The 
truth was that there were not enough women 
in Cairo to scare each other, 
while in Alexandria, which is tuill 
of the fair sex, the least alarming rumor 
got magnified into something truly ternbie. 
On Sunday, June 11, at about 2 o’clock in the 
afternoon, news came that a riot nad com- 
manced in the Cistern street, in Alexandria. 
Some said it was caused by a dispute between 
a Maitese and a donkey-bov, but others say 
that the rioting began in several parts of the 
town at once, and that it was a preconcerted 
affair and deliberately directed against 
Europeans, and there is every reason to sup- 
poze that the plot was organized by a certain 
fanatic Moslem, Sheik Mahommet Nadeen, 
who was sent down from Cairo to preach 
against the Europeans. There is also reason to 
believe that the Prefect of Police of Alexandria 
was privy to the plot. Arabi himself cannot 
be exonerated from direct complicity,for when 
the Governor of Alexandria sent to demand 
that troops should be sent immediately tu 
quell the rioting, the commanding officer re- 
fused to sendthem without a written order. 

Chere seems every reason to believe that Arabi 
knew that a riot and attack on Europeans 
were intended and toox no steps to prevent it. 

Evye-witnesses now turn pale when they re- 
count the scenes theytwitnessed. Peaceful 
Europeans taking their Sunday afternoon 
drives were dragged out of their carriages and 
beaten to death with clubs and legs of tables 
and chairs. Three young Englishmen and a 
Swiss merchant, going down to the shore to 
warn some friends who were out walking not 
to return home by certain streets were 
set on and literally smashed to death 
py the infuriated Araps. Mr. Cookson, 
the British Consular Judge, on his 
way to see the Governor, was recognized, 
dragged from his carriage and fearfully 
beaten, barely escaping with lite; the streets 
of the Cistern, the Frank street, the streets 
leading to the sea, inhabited chiefly by Ma'- 
tese, Greeks and yItaliansof bumble posi- 
tion in life, were the chief scenea of tne fight- 
ing. The Arabs seem to have come io from all 
sides and Jiterally overwhelmed any Euro- 
peans they came across by foree of numbers, 
Mr. Pibaworth, second engineer of the British 
man-of-war Superb, was last seen with his 
back on the postern of a door, fighting man- 
fully tor life. The overwhe!ming nature of the 
onslaught utterly demoralized the whole Eu 
ropean population. 

Afser tne rioting had lasted about threa 
hours suddenly the military were called out 
and almost immediately cleared the streets, 
but before this was done the whole of the 
European Shops along the reute of the rioting 
had been Smashed and sacked, Hat shops, 
opticians’ stores, magazines of almost every 
description were wrecked and pillaged. 

THE KILLED AND WOUNDED. 

Soldiers lined the streets and Europeans mo- 
mentarily awaited a fresh outbreak, fearing 
that the soidiers would be powerless to stop 
the excited Arab populace or might join them 
in attacks on Kuropeans. 

Rumors of the most exag@gerated kind were 
eirculated throughout the city. It was said 
Mr. Cookson, the British Consul, was dead, and 
that British troops would be immediately 
landed. Thelistsof killed were said to swell 
six hundred or more, and it was reported that 
the Bedonins were coming into the town to 
sack it. Monday morning, however, found 
people calmer and able to view matters with 
a m° show of courege. Retween 
fifty and sixty European dead were found 
jn the hospitals. Six English, including 
three officers from the British fleet lving in the 
narbor, twenty-three Greeks, three French,six 
IrsHans and about twenty of other national- 
ities were tound and recognized. The bodies 
were mostly taken to the Arab Hospital and 
pleced on bedsin along room. The heads of 
many were stnashed up beyond ail recogni- 
tion Many were only recognized by some lit- 
tie mark on the body or a peculiar curl of the 
muastacnee 

Two cousins of the American Consul, Messrs. 
Cetawt and Rossi, were amongthe dead and 
disfigured bevond all recognition, except for 
some of the marks before mentioned, 

CAUSES OF THE RIOT,

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A DOUBLE SUICIDE. 


Pathetic Story of Two Mrench Singing 
Girls in Vienna. 


Vienna Correspondence of New York World. 


Public attention is entirely absorbed by the 
tragic suicide of two handsome young French 
giris in thé park of Count Condenhove, about 
an hour from Linz, on the Danube. It is the 
o!d story of devoted love on the girl’s side 
and fickleness on the man’s part, and no one 
would have been the wiser had the girl acted 
as thousands of unhappy creatures sct uader 
similar circumstances—suffered in silence. 
But this girl took very good care to let all the 
world know thata man with a nobie name 
had acted shamefully, and in dying she 
wrote in indelible character her own and her 
lover’s name on his very castle walls, so that 
his dishonorable conduct could not possibly 
be hushed up, although he had even the 
police in his favor.

UP IN A BALLOON. 


A Woman Drifting on Lake Ontario for 
Over an Hour. 

From the Oswego Palladium. 
“Tt was about 4 o’clock when I started. I 
wanted to get away as soon as ] could on ac- 
count of the rain, so I started with the bal- 
joon about two-thirds full and therefore 
could take no ballast. Before I got over the 
lake and while inside the city I threw out a 
heavy winter cioak, after which I rose higher, 
but still continued to go northward. hen 
over the pier I threw out a coil of anchor 
rope weighing three pounds, hoping that I 
would rise still higher and get away from the 
lake. After throwing out the rope I passed 
from the rain storm into a snow storm. I 
was then about two miles up and the snow 
feil so thick and fast that I could not see be- 
neath me. This lasted but ai few 
minutes. The snow melted on the bal- 
loon and the cordage soaked full of water 
making the balloon heavy, and it settled. if 
put out the red flag for beip, fastened on my 
life-preserver, opened the valve and resigned 
myselftofate. I saw the steam-tug follow- 
ing me, and I was so far away from it that it 
looked like a littie speck upon the water. I 
was several miles from shore, and was so far 
up the lake that I could barely distinguish the 
city. Inafew minutes I struck the water. 
The balloon, from which very little gas had 
escaped, turned partially over on its side, the 
basket was completely on its side, and my 
weight kept it under water. When I struck 
I plunged in neariv to my shoulders. The 
sudden chill nearly strangled me. 1 knew my 
only hope was in keeping in the basket. 
‘*At this time the basket was on its side; I 
was on my kneesin the basket, with both 
hands over my head, hanging on to the ring 
from which the basket is suspended. The 
balloon dragged through the water at a fear- 
ful rate, answering for a sail. After drag- 
ging through the water in this manner for 
about half an hour I looked back over my 
shoulder and saw the steam from the tug like 
a faint speck in the distance. After dragging 
about an bour longer I heard their whistle, 
and indeed it was a joyful sound. Inafew 
minutesI could hear the puffing of the 
engine. [sawthe men waving their hats. I 
reached one arm -up out of the 
water and waved it at them and in a few min- 
utes they came alongside. I shouted to them 
to see thatthe gas in the balloon did pot 
catch on fire. They then seized hold of the 
cordage and lifted the balloon on deck. Iwas 
so chilled that I could hardly speak. They 
slitthe balloon from the topto the bottom 
and 1t immediately collapsed and fell a shape- 
less mass On the deck. The captain and some 
ladies assisted me to the cabin and the 
ladies took good care of me and dried my 
clothes. The captain told me that he saw the 
balloon descend and that he couid see the top 
ofit on the water all the while. He ssid that 
I had floated about an hourand a half when 
he picsed me up, andI was then seventeen 
miles from Oswego and. seven miles from 
shore.’’

The Life of a Seashore Policeman— 
Story of a Sea Serpent. 

From the New York Sun. 
“Here they come!’ a shore policeman 
shouted, waving his arms excitedly to a 
ary of youngsters on the beach at Asbury 


““Who?’? **What?# came from all sides. 
**Who?” retorted the policeman scornful- 
ly. “Why, biuefish.’’ 
Several hundred feet from the shore a great 
commotion appeared, silvery tails flashed 
above the water, bovs and men rushed for 
lines, and a minute later the shore was lined 
with an excited throng, throwing lines into 
the struggling mass, hauiing them in quick- 
ly, tossing them back, slipping, crossing and 
entangling lives, shouting and laughing. The 
school was moving up the shore siuwly, an 
the excitement increased until, owing to a 
maze of entanglement, the sport came to & 
standstill and the fish disappeared off-shore. 
“It beats the Dutch,’’ the poiiceman sald, 
standing in a circie of bluetish and trying to 
find the end of his line, ‘‘why these visitors 
can’t be satisfied to eat fish, and let some one 
catch them that knows how. But it’s early 
yet. Fish ain’t as big as they will be a month 
from now, and by that time the novelty of 
the thing wears off. Itain’t such fun as you 
might think, tossing a heavy line out and 
hauling itin all day; but it pays, as there’s 4 
big demand for bluefish at the hotels. A bi 
achool of mackerel ran in last week, an 
some of the boys got the seine out. Besides 
a big haul they took in the biggest horse 
mackerel I ever saw.’’ 
**A bout how long???’ 
“Weil, you may not believe it, but it was 
nine and a half feet, and weighed over 900 
pounds. There’s something very queer 
about them. One year they’ll be plenty, and 
then for several seasons there won’t be one. 
A few years ago we caught a small species 
that never before had been found out of the 
Mediterranean Sea—at least, so the Fish 
Commissioner said. They ain’t confined to 
any particular locality, they say, but roam all 
over the world.

Consequently down 
we went, and the boys, thinking we were 
drowning, hauled away for all they were 
worth, and in about two minutes had us on 
the sand. It was halfan hour before they got 
her hands out of my hair.”’ 
‘“‘Did she reward you?” 
*‘] suppose you might callit that. She said 
she’d get her husband togive me 4 job where 
there wasn’t so much danger.” 
“You didn’t take it?” 
‘‘No, but [ came pretty near needing it. Me 
was a Broadway wig-maker. I had a job last 
night,” he continued. “Two young men 
started torace around the wreck of Deal 
Beach, the one that went ashore last winter. 
They got out to her and went aboard, and 
then one ofthem thought he sawa shark. 
Neither of them dared to swim in, so there 
they sat from ten o’clock in the morning un- 
til] six at night; but the queerest thing about 
it is that they both swore they had heard 
moans and shrieks from her cabin, and they 
both thought the wreck was haunted. The 
night before they nad seea queer iighis on her 
from the shore,and now youcouldn’t get 
those young men aboard of herfor a farm. 
Between you and me it was the squeaking of 
the rudder-post that they heard; but anything 
like a sensation, you know, is valuabie ina 
place like this. There’s always a lot of peo- 
ple in the city undecided 1s to where to go, 
and if they see an-accouut of as haunted ship 
ora sea serpent, that settles it. You can 
count on them every time.”’ 
‘How abcut the sea serpont?” 
‘It is atrifie early for the sea sorpent,” 
was the reply; ‘*butif things get very dmi I 
reckon we could persuade one to appear op- 
posite any hotel you might pick out. My 
brother’s the man totell you about sea ser- 
pents. Years ago we fished at Cape May, and 
one duy a spruce looking chap comes up and 
gays to my brother Phiaeas—Fin they called 
him—'Fin,’ says he, ‘what do you suppose 
it’s worth to me to have 4 genuine sea ser- 
pent appear off my hotel?’ Fin was a man 
of few words, and said that $50 ought to 
cover the whole thing.

BEECHER’S LIBERALISM. 


The Brooklyn Divine Trenching on 
Bob Ingersoll’s Ground. 
From the New York Herald, 1th. 

Mr. Beecher bas so far vanquished his old 
enemy, hay fever, that he wiil venture to 
spend the summer vacation on his farm at 
Peekskill, instead of taking refuge, as of old, 
in the White Mountains, He will preach in 
Plymouth Church next Sunday for the last 
time this season. A number of infants, 

‘children of believing parents,’ were 
baptized atthe morning service yesterday. 
Mr. Beecher’s sermon was a discussion of the 
orcanization of creation. Many persons, he 
remarked, refused to believe in the teach- 
ings of Christianity, because they found, on 
looking abroad, that the principie of cruelty 
and destruction is the very center of exist- 
ence. The organic nature of the ‘ani- 
mal Kingdom provided that the 
Stronger should support life by destroying 
the weaker. The lion, the tiger, the shark 
were organized ferocities, and the same prin- 
ciple he!d true throughout the whole lower 
creation, down to animalcul2 too small to be 
seen with the unaided eve. A sentimental 
gloss was thrown over this fact, but it was 
indisputably true. The poet might write 
verses about the restless swallow in its grace- 
ful flight, but the bird was making those 
graceful curves in pursuit of something to 
eat, and while the lines were Leing composed 
it would kill a thousand insects. Al) animals 
were butchers, from the lowést tothe high- 
est, and man at the top was the greatest 
butcher of all. The scented, curled, perfumed 

géntie”’-man lived upon the bodies of the 
inferior organisms. Other animals ate sim- 
ply that they might be finaily eatec by man. 
lhe whole human race had been brought up 
on blood—there was no denying 1t—it was an 
incontrovertible fact, and there was no use 
shirking it, because others would think about 
it if Mr. Beecher’s hearers did not, Some 
persons said that this principle was a perver- 
sion of God’s original purrose brought about 
by the sin of Adam. Mr. Beecher character- 
ized as puerile the theory that God put two 
human creatures in the Garden of Eden in 
the midst of the animals, and that when they 
broke the law He changed the whole organi- 
zation of the world and altered the lion’s 
teeth from grinders into tearers. It 
would be remarkable if such a notion 
as this were not io time to be stigmatized as 
idiotic. John Milton, in writing his epic, 
weut up into heaven and overheard God con- 
vereing with His Son and learned all His plans 
in connection with the creation of the world; 
and men had gota great deal more of their 
theology out of Milton and the Westminster 
Catechism than they had from the Bible. 
Taking creation as we tind it,Mr. Beecher did 
not see how it could be proved from nature 
that God is good; and there were many who 
were willing to believe that, but could not. 
In some respects he was himself to be classed 
among these. There were many things which 
he wag taucht by his parents and which he 
would find it pleasant to believe, but could 
not. There were men who were infidels from 
the force of their convictions. This was as 
fatal to theism as it was to the Christian re- 
ligion. 

Discussing the sufferirg inflicted upon the 
whole organic creation by the law of destruc- 
tion, the preacher contended that the ca- 
pacity for pain was in direct ratio to the or- 
ganic development. The worm wriggling 
upon the hook did not suffer so much pain as 
was caused to the boy who scratched his fin- 
ger while impailing the creature for bait. 
The combined suffering of the myriad minute 
creatures swallowed by the whale every 
time it sucked in the ocean 
water did not equal that inflicted upon the 
whale by asingie blow ofa harpoon. It was 
clear from the writings of St. Paul that in the 
final stages of human life there would be a 
great change fromthe low conditions under 
which the race started. Life was a constant 
evolution from the lower to the higher, and at 
every step there was a gain for the law of be- 
nevolence. In time that point was reached 
at which men voluntarfiy suffered themselves 
in order to save others from pain. This 
development would £0 on until 
the law of supreme usefulness—the law of 
love—should be supreme throughout the 
world. ‘**Then cometh the end.”?’ The 
spirit of destructiveness would die out and 
there should be no such thing as an enemy 
koown. When thattime came men would 
not believeina place set apart for eternal 
punishment. That pain and suffering exist 
beyond the borders of this life Mr. Beecher 
believed, but he emphatically declared his 
conviction that it was not everlasting. He 
believed that when persous who break God’s 
laws here drift into the other worid they are 
met with pain that serves the same purpose 
it does here, pamety, to drive them back into 
obedience. He stigmatized the doctrine of 
eternal punishment as barbaric and infernal. 
Takeaway the idea of eternal punishment, 
he said, and you remove half the problems 
that hinder men’s progress.

THE British attack on the city of Alexan- 
dria has been highly succeasful. The city 
has been evacuated and given over to fireand 
pillage. Our dispatches this morning leave 
but little doubt as to the destruction of the 
place unless the forces from the fleets in the 
harbor are able to suppress the flames, 
Nearly all the Europeans left in the town 
during the bombardment were massacred. 
It is the evident intention of the Egyptians 
to keep up the fight. ARABI PASHA has re- 
treated with his forces, and it is reported 
that he will fall back as far as Cairo. It will 
be his policy to carry the war as far inland as 
possible. At present the British have no 
available land foree for pursuit, and they will 
probably content themselves with holding 
what is left of Alexandria until the arrival 


of the troop-ships from England. 


A COURT OF DIGNITY. 

The Supreme Court is the center from 
which all judicial power flows. It is the 
guardian of the Constitution even as against 
the executive and legislative departments of 
the Government. We may deride its 
Judges and criticise its opinions, but to resist 
its decisions is rebellion and anarchy. There 
is none so high it cannot reach and crush, 
nor any so low or feeble it may not protect 
and aid. All political parties—all corpora- 
tions, great or small—men of every political 
party, of every religious sect or creed, of all 
national ties and colors,of every grade of 
social standing or influence, and of every 
shade of personal character,§stand before it 
with equal rights, and may demand from it 
equal and impartial justice. It puts on none 
of the pomp and circumstance, but it is 
clothed with all the power of majesty itself. 
Hence the feeling is universal that the ermine 
should not be sought by personal solicitation, 
such as canvassing the State, attending polit- 
ical conventions, trading with other candi- 
dates and using the arts and intrigues of pol- 
iticians. The office obtained in this way 
loses its honor and dignity to the incumbent. 
The Judges need their salaries to live on, 
and yet everybody knows full well that the 
salary to any lawyer fit to sit on that 
bench is no more 2 compensation for 
his labors than the £15 paid to JOHN 
MILTON was a reward for writing ** Paradise 
Lost.”? Apart from this, the interest of the 
community alone isto be considered in this 
important matter. If the bench is to be 
bestewed upon the biandest canvasser, the 
siyest political wire-worker and trader, and 
the man who works the longest and hardest 
for it with political jobbers is to cut cut law- 
yers the most learned, who are too proud of 
their profession and have neither the brass 
nor the inclination to adopt such unworthy 
practices, whatis to become of the bench it- 
self? How long willit be before Judges se- 
lected in this way will be expected to help 
those who helped them? The Jefferson 
City convention has an opportunity which 
it should not lose to place the stand- 
ard of the Democratic party of Missouri, 
in the manner of selecting the Judges, on 
& plane so ;jhigh that all men will appiaud 
its action in this respect.

After ISMAIL had been deposed and Trw- 
FIK made Kbedive underthe management of 
an Anglo-French Board of Control, the feel- 
ing against foreigners on account of the 
swarms of lazy, high-salaried foreign- 
ers connected with the administration 
of the Board of Control was first 
manifested in an army outbreak _ of 
native against foreign officers in February. 
1881. The troops then forced ithe Khedive 
to release some of their officers who had been 
arrested for various offenses.

The Ministry 
then ignored the authority of the Khedive and 
severed all relations with the Board of Con- 
trol, and the English and French 
squadrons appeared on the scene. with 
an ultimatum demandiag the removal of 
ARABI BEY. He refused to submit, and, 
when the Khedive removed him from the head 
of the army, he was reinstated by the Khedive 
under compulsion. While England and 
France were consulting the Powers as to what 
they should do in the premises, the feeling in 
Egypt manifested itself in the recent massacre 
of foreigners by street mobs in Alexandria 
under the very guns of the English and 
French fleets. 

Such was the progress of events preced- 
ing the bombardment of Alexandria. Now, 
while that city is burning, the Khedive is 
helpless between two fires, and ARABI BEY, 
with a new cabinet appointed by himSelf and 
with both the army and the legislature of 
the country at his back, isthe real ruler of 
Egypt.

WE have received a circular letter from the 
Board of Control of the Democratic Con-

A COLORED CROOK.

A Noted St. Louis Criminal and 
His Career.

— 


Slave, Politician and Thief—The Points 
in the Life of Eugene Delere. 


Colored crooks do not often attain to great 
distinction in the annals of crime. It is safe 
to say that Eugene Delere is an exception. 
Yesterday he was taken from the jail to the 
Court of. Oriminal Correction to answer the 
charge of grand larceny preferred against 
him oy the. officers of the Third 
Police District on behalf of some 
person whom re had robbed. Delere 
is nOw about 38 years old, well built, 
weighing abuut170 pounds, and rearly 5 feet 
llinches tall. His features are heavy and 
coarse, although his forehead is rather higher 
than thatof the average colored man. His 
eves are the distinguishing feature of his face. 
They are dark brown incolor and unusually 
largé and set deep in his head. 


De:ere was born in slavery in one of the 
So uthern States and unti) after the war lived 
on @ plantation. Hecame to 8t. Louis about 
the year 1868 and worked at different things. 
Gne of his principal employments was that of 
roustabout on river boats and on the levee. In 
1870 it is saia, ha first began his crooked work. 
At that time, by his superior intelligence, he 
exercised considerable influence over his col- 
ored iriends. He became quite a local politi- 
cian, and at onetime could biing considerable 
weight on an election. He was shrewd enough 
to take advantage of his power, and no incon- 
siderable amount of the contipgent fund ota 
campaign fell into his pockets. In 1872 he ob- 
tained employment as a porter in an ammu 
nition store on the corner uf Second and Lo- 
cust streets. For ashort time he behaved all 
rightand did his work satisfactorily to Ms 
employers. After he had suflicientiy famuiliar- 
ized himself with the establishment he gave 
his peculative proclivities their natural bent. 
It was noticed that small quantities of powder 
and cartridges began to disappear. The em- 
ployes, with the exception of Deiere, were old 
andtrusty. The ammunition magazine Was 
carefully watched. Finally one ot the pro- 
prietors went to the Chief of Police, 
and the interview resuited in the 
Chief ot Detectives ordering the most skillful 
man in the service to look into 


the case. The detective concealed 
himself in the store. Atter 
watching for several nights one 


morning at daybreak the detective saw the 
porter Delere come into the store with twu 
baskets on hisarms. He quietiy went up to 
the heavy iron door of the magazine and draw 

ing alarge key unlocked it. He then took 
What things he wished and loaded them in his 
basket and was aboutto leave, whenthe de- 
tective coliared him. He was so dumbfounded 
that he made no resistance, and 
was taken to jail and locked ub. 
His mode of theft was very ingenious. He 
would open a package of cartridges ready tor 
shipment, take out a quantity and nail up the 
package agaiu. The goods would be shipped 
to different places to customers, and when 
opened by them would come a complaint on 
account of some being missing. The detective 
learned where the stuff had been disposed of 
about the city and succeeded in gathering 
irom the different retail stores over three bax- 
gage wagon loads of ammunition of various 
kinds. In ali there was several thousand dol- 
lars’ worth taken. Delere was indicted, tried 
and convicted and sentenced to the Peniten 

tiary for ten years. He succeeded in 
getting a new triai, and when it was calied the 
jury disagreed. He was finally released be- 
cause the evidence was not strong enough on 
account of the inability to prove the owner 

ship of goods unmarked by a special! trade- 
mark. 

Delere next went to work for a prominent in- 
surance agent in the city. The agent used 
him around the office and Delere soun got in 
his good graces. 

During the summer the gentlemen and his 
family went away to spend the hot weather. 
A cedar chest was packed with the silver piate 
and piaced in the gentieman’s office for sate 

keeping. Delere had a key made to the chest, 
and during tne owner’s absence wouid take 
out a piece of Silver, pawn it and 
play lottery. When the agent re- 
turned home he Giscoveréd his loss, 
Delere, however, had left the city. The next 
heard of him wasin Vicksburg, Miss. He had 
been elected » deputy sheriff and served until! 
he was caught in some peculation. He re- 
turned to St. Louis, Shortiy atter he got back 
he was met one night on the corner or Thira 
and Vine streets by the same derective who 
first arrested bim. He was arrested, tried and 
convicted of the larceny of the silverware. He 
served two years in the Penitentiary for it. 
Since then he has been to the Work house un- 
der the Vagrant clause. Notwithstanding his 
rascality he is a member ot achurch and sey- 
eral secret colored societies. He is a 
strange compound of cunning and foolishness. 
It is probable he will land in the penitentiary 
for bis present offense. 


D. T, JEWETT CITED. 
A Rampus Growing Out of the Base Ball 
Park Litigation. 


Judge Thayer to-day ruled, as will be seen 
below, in the matter of citing D. T. Jewett te 
appear and show cause why he should not be 
punished forcontempt. Geo. C. Miller, in 
1872, sued John A. Dunn for pos- 
session of the base ball park on Grand ave- 
nue. He obtained jud.ment, but subsequently 
Dunn alleged that the deed on which Miller 
recovered was a forgery, and he brought suit, 
recovering possession. The Court of Appeals 
affirmed the judement, but the Supreme Court 


reversed it. Dunn then filed a bill in egnity 
seeking an order declaring Miller’s deed 
fi nullity, and likewise his judg- 
inentfor possession. An injunction issued 
restraining the defendants from taking any 
action, but Mr. Jewett, it is alleged, caused 
executions toissue for the eosis in the Sn- 
preme Oourt and Court of Appeals. This is 
what Judge Thayer has to say on the sub- 
yect: 

The affidavit filed in support of the motion 
for a citation, is, in mv julgment, sufficiently 
explicit to suthorize the issuance of it if the 
act charged to have been committed is in fact 
aviolationof the order of injunction. The 
afiidavit charges thatthe defendant bas caused 
an ex cution for costs and aeé$ fee bill 
to be issued out of the Supreme Court and 
Court of Appeals since the order of injunction 
was served. The plain import of this Jan- 
guuge is that the execution and fee-bill were 
issued in consequence of the personal applica- 
tion of the defendant for such process. Buta 
doubt arises in my mind whether the act 
compiained of can be fairly said to be a viola- 
tion of the injunction. The restraining order 
first employs very general language prohibit- 
ing the defendant trom taking any action 
under a certain judgment in ejectment and 
then proceeds with g:ieat particularity to re- 
strain the defendant from taking possession of 
certain land under any process of restitution. 
The main object of the proceeding was not 
to restrain the collection of costs already 
accrued, with which the plaintiff is clearly 
chargeabie in any event, but it waste prevent 
the plaintiff from being ousted from poekession 


of lands, which he now occnpies, 
pending certain litigation. / It 
is doubtful, therefore, Whether 


the order ot i) junction shon!d be construed as 
having any Other or grenter effect than tore. 
strain the defendant from disturbing the 
plaintiff's possession pending the suit In 
consequence of the doubts entertained by the 
court. a citation will be issued, but it will be 
made returnable the first day of next term be- 
fore Court No. 1.

Death of De Luna Byron. 
New York Special to Chicago Tribuna, 

By advertisements in the nhewsjpapers to- 
day New Yorkers were informed of the death 
in Loudon, England.of a personage styied 
George Gordon De Luna Byron, who was 
quite weil Known, and who in his day filled 
many parts which called bim to public atten- 
tion. He was an adveniurer of a pecuiiar 
type, andhis connection witb the noted By- 
ron forgeries over thirty years agu gained for 
him a not riety here and abread which his 
subsequent career did much to perpetuate, 
He was kcown underthe name of De Luna 
atid Byren, andto the latter he at Varions 
times prefixed divers military tities. Differ- 
ent stories were told by bim 
from time to time concerning 
his history. A8 regards his ori- 
gin be adhered to one story, namely: 
that be was the sen of the poet Byron by the 
Countess de Luna, a Spanish Jewess—a story 
whieb Was thoroughly exploded by some in- 
vestigations which the man’s pretensions 
caused to be instituted. The account, how- 
ever, Was one Which attracted mucd atteation. 
Accordiig tv the narrative, be Was born at 
Cadiz, Svuain, ia 1810, the fruit of a secret 
marriage between Byron and the Countess, 
He was sent, in care of a nurse, to Swiizer- 
jand, where he was educated at the expense 
of his mother. Byroo, while dying at Mis- 
solonghi, was ioformed of the boy’s 
relativpship and recognized it, telling 
nis valet to take the tidings to. his 
sister, Mrs. Leigh. This precious story Was 
followed up by an account of a series of al- 
leged auventures in which young Byrou—to 
cali nim by that pame—tvok part as the com- 
mander ofa regiment of Sepoys ia India. 
Finally, about 1844 or 1845, he was alleged to 
bave suught out Mrs. Leigh and to have dis- 
ciused to her bis identity. It was sbout tbis 
period, as a maiter of faci, that he ceased 
being Known as De Luna avd began to eal! 
himseif George Gordon De Luna Byron. He 
had made bimself thoroughly familiar wiih 
the bistory of the poet Whvse name he as- 
sumed, and became conversant with many 
facts concerning Byron’s personal 
conduct and relations. In fea- 
tures, too, he resembied the poet 


amazingly. Failing to establish his identity 
in London, Byron came to New York and 
sought to carry out his scheme here. The 
Americans did not, however, prove as gulli- 
ble as the author wished, and the project fell 
through. He posed at various times as a 
literateur, & journalist, a diplomatist, a Gov- 
ernment agent, an officer of the British army 
in the East Indies, a British naval officer, an 
officer of the United States army, a mining 
prospector, a broker, a merchant, a spy, an 
agent for cotton claims, a commission agent, 
an Oriental traveiler, a representative of 
European mercantile interests, a bookseller, 
a patent-rights agent, agentieman of means 
and an aristocratic exile, expatriated and 
pensioned on condition that he should neve 
reveal his genealogy. =

Second Day of the National Asso- 
ciation of Commercial 
Travelers.

Report of the Committee Adopted With 
Amendment—Visit on ’Change— 
To-Night’s Banquet. 


Go 


The second day’s session of the National 
Association of Commercial Travellers was 
called to order at Pope’s Theater at half-past 9 
o’elock this morning by President James H. 
Eaton. Mr. CO. D.Chuse of Chicago was ap- 
pointed journal clerk for the rest of the séu- 
sion. The secretary and treasurer reported 
the total receipts for the past year 


were $719 71 and the total expenditures $585 58, 
leaving a balance of $134 30 in the treasury at 
this date. The report was adopted. Ti¢ com- 
mittee appointed to examine the books of the 
secretary and treasurer reported the accounts 
of that officer to be correct. The next business 
in order was the report of the committee 
appointed at yesterday’s meeting to formu- 
late business. The report is as follows: 
GENTLYMEN—Your committee,to whom was 
referred the matter of business to be brought 
before the association at its present session, 
have given the matter its serious considera- 
tion and would respectfully report as follows: 
wl. The matter of doing away with all local 
taxes on commercial travelers should receive 
our earnest support, and the bill bow before 
our National Congress should be supported in 
the strongest manner possible, and every in- 
Huence that cah possibly bé brought to bear 
on the Senators and Representa- 
tives should be used in order to secure 
the passage of said bill. Your commnittee 
would recommend that each locai association 
be requested to petition their members of 
Congress to have them support the measure, 
and that each association, before sending such 
petition to Washington, have it indorsed by as 
many of the manufacturers and wholesale 
merchants in each locality as possible. Your 
committee would also recommend in this con- 
nection that, whatever action is taken on this 
subject by the association, such action be 
published in each of the ©. T. A. papers, and 
copies of the same sent to é€ach member of 
Congress. 
2. The great,and in our opinionthe most im- 
rtant matter to be decided and acted upon 
at this meeting is the subject of concessions 
from railroads. In this point your cominittee 
are unanimously of the opinion that while we 
bave a right to ask for and a right to expect 
that such concessions be granted, yetin mak- 
ing our request we should be particularly care- 
gal not to ask too much, for in so doing we may 
overreuch the mark andnot accomplish any- 
thing. Your committee believe, however ,that 
a reasonable request, say of two cents per 
mile, anda privilege of 300lbs. baggage, 
roperly and judiciously presented at the 
eadquarters of each road, would meet with 
a favorable response. Yourcommittee would, 
therefore, recommend that this association 
decide at its present session what concession 
shall be asked tor, and that each local associa- 
tion be notified py the seoretary of tke action 
of this association in the premises. In pre- 
senting our request and soliciting these con- 
cessions, your committee are of the opinion 
that more effective work can be accomplished 
by the local associations working directly with 
the railroads than could be cone by the Na- 
tional Association; but it must be understood 


that all such local associations, in 
working on tiis matter, are doing 
BO as representative members ot 


the National Association, and shouid from 
time to time, when anything has been accom- 
plished, notify the Secretary of the National 
Association, s0 that all interested may know 
what has been done. Your committee in this 
connection would strongly recommend the 
continuance of the Nationai Railroad Commit- 
tee, believing that they have done and will be 
able to accomplish good work. Ydéur eommit- 
tee would also recommend that each local us- 
sociation be urged to hav» 2 good, strong rail- 
yoad committee appointeu.

The motion to adopt the reportof the commit- 
tee gave rise toa very exhaustive and inter- 
esting discussion. The first recommendation 
of the committee, to the effectthat the efforts 
of the association be directed ty doing away 
with alllocaltaxes on commercial travelers 
by the different States and Territories, afforded 
members opportunity to air a grit vance which 
touches very closely the interests of the entire 
class of commercial travelers. 

Mr. Sam Pike, of Chicago, said that in 1869 
he was arrested in Milwatkee under provis- 
ions ofa State law which levied a tax upon 
commercial travelers from Otber States. The 
Jaw had been passed for the purpose of pro- 
tecting mercantile houses of Milwaukee from 
the sharp competition of Chicago and other 
commercial cities. Mr. Pike con.- 
tested the case before one of the courts 
of Wiscousin, and was prepared to carry the 
case to the Supreme Court of the United 
States. That course was, however, rendered 
unnecessary by the decision of the Wisconsin 
Judge before whom Pike was tried, who releas- 
ed Mr. Pike and declared tha Wisconsin tax 
unconstitutional. The speaker said he was 


aware that similar laws _ were in opera- 
tion at present in several of 
the Southern States and in 


Washington Territory, but he urged that if 
commercial travelers who might be called on 
to paythe tax should refuse todo so they 
could beat the officers attempting to collect 
the same in the courts of theirown State just 
as he had done in Wisconsin in 1869. Other 
members spoke to the same  ef- 
fect. Such laws were patently in 
direct conflict with provsions 
of the Constitution of the United States, which 
prohibits any State from passing laws that 
would interfere with the commerce of a}) the 
States. The recommendation of the committee 
was adopted. The second recommendation of 
the committee, that local assoctations make 
every efiort in their power as representatives 
of the National Association to obtain from 
the railroad companies of their States conces- 
sions in passenger fare and freedom from ex. 
cestive baggage charges, was likewise venti. 
lated.@Mr.S. H. Soyster,a member of the 
cominittee, stated tbat he had not been able 
to attend the meetings of the com 
mittee, and that he was not in 
syiapathy with the second recommendation 
contained in theirreport. It seemed to him 
that the business of seeking concessions from 
the railroad companies was properlv the 

rovince of the National Association and that 
f should not be left tothe loca) associations. 


He was on the point of offering 
a minority report recommending 
that this matter be entrusted directiy 


tothe National Association, when, it being ex- 
lained to him that local associations tn see Ke 
ng concessions from present railroad charges 
were to act as represcuotatives of the National 
Association, be withdrew his minority report 
and autborized the other members of the com- 
mittee to state that the recommendation 
of the committee was aunanimous one. The 
report of the committee was finally adopted 
with the amendment thatthe association ob 
tain such concessions from the railroads as 
they mignt be able without being restricted to 
an endeavor to bring passenger fares from 
present rates down to two cents per rlie. 

On motion of Mr. Gilmore, of St. Louis, the 
President wilithis afternoon appoint a com- 
mittee on railroads, to consist of two mem- 
bers at jarge and One member from each dele- 
gation. Shortly before the hour of adjourn. 
ment had arrived, Mr. Charles Young, of 
New York, handed to Journal Clerk Chase 
@ set of resolutions which he said he had been 
requested to present to the convention. He 
had not read the resolutions’ but knew they 
emanated from several parties interested in 
some of the journals puDlisbed in the interests 
of the commercial travelers. Tne reso- 
lutions were received but not read 
and whatever they are can be known only tc 
the author of them and to Messrs. Soyter 
Page and Ohase, wuo were appointed by the 
Ss a committee to digest them. Shortly 

fore 12 o'clock the convention adjourned 
and, forming into |ine, proceeded to visit 
the Merchants’ Exchange in compliance with 
an invitation received yesterday.

‘AN INCREASE OF CRIME. 


How the Heated. Season Adds to 
the Work of the Police 
Department. 


- — 
—— 


Crimes and the Times of Increase and 
Decrease in This City. 


In his charge to the present grand jury Judge 
Laughlin, a few days ago, commented at 
length upon the increase of crime during the 
summer months, and on this ground urged 
the gentlemen to be active during their ses- 
sions and to prolong the same 
as much as possible so as to meet the 
requirements oi the scason. During last sum. 
mer 8t. Louis experienced a reign of crime 
the equal of which has not been knownin years. 
The jail was filled to overflowing necessitat- 
ing the selectionof a grand jury in the middle 
of the season. Concerning this terrible in- 
crease of crime Captain Auebler, who did 
patrol duty in the early days when a murder 
was a frequent Oucurrence and other offenses 
proportionately numerous, said: ‘*There is 
no doabt about it, the trouble’ begins 
with the warm weather. The year 
might be divided into a scale in this respect. 


In January and February there is lesa police 
duty thanin any other two months in the 
twelve. March ana April are about the same 
as November ana December. May and June 
are Worse and about equalto September and 
October. During July and August there is 
more than at any other time.’’ 

‘*‘Ig there any difference between the bulk of 
the summer offenses and those of any other 
season?’ 

‘*Yes. The offenses which swell the number 
of arrests during the summer season are of a 
more serious character. There are more 
murders and assaults to kill during the sum 
mer than during any other season. Then the 
sneak thieves get In alltheir work during the 
warm weather, when doors and windows are 
leitopen and prvperty unprotected. In the 
winter season burglars reap their harvest. 
AS regards professionals, these are 
the two principal distinctions as to 
the timesin which crimeis usually commitead.’’ 

‘‘How many persons, dO you estimate, are 
now under arrest for committing crime or to 
prevent the same?’’ 

**In this city I suppose there are between 600 
and 700 persons restrained of their liberty to- 
day. The Jail alone contains nearly 200. Tne 
Police Department could put «a great many 
more behind the bars with good 
results but for the crowded con- 
dition of the institutions already. 
and then again the offenses are of a trivial 
nature, though they are punishable under the 
law. The arrests for the past twenty-four 
hours, as shown by the reports to the main of- 
fice, foot up between fifty and one hundred, 
but you Can s@c many of these are trivial. 
Maybe a dozen or twoot them are boys who 
have been arrested for swimming within the 
city limits and who wiil be released 
without prosecution, and others are of 
older persons, but for similar smuail violations. 

‘*Are there auy other variances inthe com- 
mission of crime?’’ 

‘*Oh, yes. It varies as to the week day, and 
yvoumigntsaythe hour. There are always 
more arrestsin a district on Saturday and 
Sunday than any two davsinthe week. There 
are always more arrests late in the day than 
in the morning. The last aunual report showed 
15,443 arrests in all.’’ 

Secretary Billy Willlams, of the Chief’s 
office, who has been statistician of the depart- 
ment for years, is in receipt of the annuxul re- 
ports of the principal police and constabulary 
aepartments of the world. He has madea 
special study of criminai statistics and says 
the increase of crime during the summer 
months exceeds twenty-five percent. ‘*This 
is not Only the case in St. Louis, 
but in all the cities in the 
world. You might examine the Manchester, 
England, constabulary report, which is com. 
piled with great care and attention, and in 
which special regard is paid to every branch of 
the subject. This proves conclusively that 
there is a remarkable increase during the 
summer months. The annual report tor this 
city for ’81-’82 has been compiled by months 
for the first time, but has not been published 
yet.’’ 

Judge Jecko, of the First District Police 
Court, is now disposing of the heaviest dock- 
ets of the yeur. A few days ago. the 
docks contained torty seven prisoners in the 
Firat Districtand thirtyin the Second, while 
theidocketsjot each contained nearly athundred 
cases set for trfal. The princival increase of 
offenses that I notice is in the warm weatner,’ 
said Judge Jecko. ‘‘Itis not, as you wouid 
suppose,entirelyimade up of cases of drink, but 
principaily of disturbances of the peace. Hot 
blood, I suppose, will account for it.’’ 

‘*Are there any violations of city ordinances 
entirely confined to the summer season?’’ 

‘*‘Well, yes. You might say that cases of 
persons designaied rambiers,who goin crowds 
sleeping in the parks, lumber yaras, skid piles 
onthe Levee, boat hulls, back yards and in 
the open air, are wholly confined to the sum- 
mer time. Cases of trespassing come with 
the warm weather. Drunks are pastimes of 
the coo] months.’ 

During the year around petit larceny takes 


the ‘ead in offenses against the State 
law, assauits ta kill follow close, 
either of them being double in 


number the arrests made for any other offense. 
In the poliee courts disturbing the peace takes 
the lead, followed by drunk on thejstreet, first 
clause, for idling,jJand eighth clause, tor asso- 
cCiating with cisreputabie persons.

A Sheet of Water Soon to be Prepared Near 
the City. 

Messrs. J. A. St. John end J. B. C. Lucas, of 
the Modoc Club, have under consideration a 
plan which will furnish a rowing course within 
easy access ofthe city. It is generally ad- 

mitted that, at present, Creve Cwur is too far 
from the city and too difficult of access. 
Messrs. 6t. John and Lucas tnink that a very 
good course can be made in the neighborhood 
of Forest Park. The River Des Peres runs just 
hack of the park through a wide and accessi- 
ple valley. The gentlemen say that by dam- 
ming the river at the south end at this valley 


a rowing course can easily be 
made at least twenty-five yards 
wide and a mile in length. 


This sheet of. water will be easy of access in 
carriages and private vehicles, aud if the pian 
is carried out it will remove the only obstacle 
to the rapid growth of aquatics asa sport 
among St. Louisans.
